.Sanitation lias now been elevated to 
he position of n seienee. The working' 
if sanitary law has been proved to be uni- 
orin and cerUdn. If the means which ii 
rescribes are adopted the results whivli 
promises are sure to follow. The denbh- 
.tu of a city or other community can be 
lorensed or diraunisbed precisely in pro- 
mrtion as the laws for the preservation of 
the public health are vicdatod or obeyed. 
Tho period of douUt and cxporinietit in 
this inatlor of the preservation of the 
public liealtli is past and tho era of cer- 
t.-dnty has cniiiinenced. it has liceii 
jirovoil Imyond till! shadow of a dmiht tliiil 
n very large proportion of the de.<ths 
which take place in every community is 
preventable. The death-rate lu Eiiolanit 
and Wales was in 1881 20.5 in- the 1,000. 
In 1887, which is s-aid to have beun in 
manj- rcnpt-cis a bad year, It was l.s..'S. 
This wa.H a savini,' of M'itbin 
a .small fraction of two lives 
in every l.lioiisand of the popul.'ition 
caused ;iltiigetlier by the more i^enernl 
adoption of the proper means to preserve 
the jiublic health. Kstiiimtini; every life 
saved to bo worth to tho country $75'f), 
tho SHviiii; in money alonu caused by im- 
proved salutation, was in a single year 
$38,175,000. In this new countrj' the 
life of a man or woman is worth to the 
community nnich tnore that 8795. The 
ad(ipti<iii of reiisoiialile health rcyulutiona 
by the niilitaiy authoritieM of (Jreat Brit 
aiii lias been attended by the moat beile- 
tjc;ial re.siilt.s. A century ago, according 
to Dr. Gliadwiiik, president of the Asso- 
eiatioii of I'lililic Sanitary Iimpuclor.s 
the death rate of the part of the army 
(piarterod in Great Hritaiu was annuully 
sevunteen in the thousand; it has since 
been reduced to eight per thousand. In 
the "good old tunes'' the death rate in 
the Indian army was sixty-nine per thous- 
and; it is now only fourteen por 
t^housaiid. This greatly reduced death 
rate is solely owing to the introduction 
and enforcement of lietter .sanitary rei^'ii- 
latiiina. So certain is the operation of 
Himitary l;iw that a coiitraet<ir, as I3r. 
Cliadwick .Maid in his addreds, "with en 
birj,'cd and ciiiiuuensnrato powers miglil 
contract; for tlie reduction'of the death- 
rate of Manchester from 27 to 1(> in tlic 
1,000." Yeb with the evidence before 
them that tlionaunds die every year from 
diseases which are easily preventable, 
there are people who look upon those 
who exert themselves to improve the sani- 
tary condition of tho town or city in 
which tlu^y reside, as ine<ldle8ome cnink.« 
wlio ai-«: not sat-iutiod to let well unou<^li 
alone. I'oiiple wIki woidd ho shocked ti 
hear of one of their nei^bors beiux ninr 
dored by poi.snii or violence of any kind, 
rcyanl the premature death of their relii- 
tiveaiir neiyliliors by poison iiuito *.s 
deadly 113 tlio.se H<;ld in the apotliocnries 
shops with sorrowful rcBigniilioii. 1 1 ii- 
safe bo eny that in every community 
for tho .one person who I'lses liih 
lifo by lawless violenu'e there uru at luaxi 
a hundred of iill age^ and btitli soxos win 
are killed hy causes which are easily pre- 
Veniablo. Tho mortality of children anil 
oung i»«oplo in localities which are nntur- 
.ly Hulubrious is something dreadful to 
conteniplato. Men liiid a placej healthy, 
iurroiindoc'i by pure air and aii]iplio(J witli 
(incoutHniinated water, and they atrai;^bl 
ray do all they can to make it a hot-huil 
if disuHBU. Dbediuncu to a few siniple 
\W8 would kbepj any town" or city ax 
ealthy lis nattj'ra niadajt^ltu be.' Dirt in 
.iny focal, is ttie. grmt .oiim^ to health. 
All that required to keep a place healthy 
is to prevent the accumulation of filth. 
This is difficult to do whore men congre- 
gate in largo iiuiiiburs, but it must bi' 
done if life is not to be sacrificed to neg- 
lect. Filth poisons tho air and polHoim 
tho water and a curtain proi>ortion of 
tll<iH4i who in'cuthe tho poisoiuid air and 
drini: tin' poiHoniid water are Hine to pine 
Itiid (lie, Tliia the uuiiitaiians huvo found 



out .iiid this is why tlioy tire so conlident 
that thoy'cau aavo life if the people will 
only consent to use the means they pre- 
Hcribo. 



INDIGNANT CAPITALISTS. 

Mr. Morcier's scliouio for the couvon- 
sion of tho public debt of the Proyiiico of 
Quoboc does not find favor witli the finan- 
cier* of tho mother country. He ap- 
l)lied to tlio Legislature for power to bor- 
row twenty , millions of, dollars for the 
])urpo8e 'of paying ofl' 'the dbbt, which 
bears a much higher rate of interest than 
money can bo ol)t)uned for now. His bill 
contained a clause coni])olling the hokler.« 
of tho old bonda to take now bonds at a 
lower rate of interest than tho former 
bofo, or accept their face value in cash. 
VViien two niombora of tliu Legislative 
Council objected to this olausu of the 
bill and declared they would not voto for 
it unless it was taken out, Mr. Mercier 
gave his written guaninteo that it would 
nut bo acted niioii. When a short time 
ago some Kuglish capitalists protested 
against Mr. Mercier'a conversion law he 
renewed this pledge, bat, singular to re- 
late, a few days afterwards ho explained 
bis original pWn to t,lio electors of a place 
called Coaticooku and declared that 
he winild carry it out in spite 
nf all liia op]ioiients. Ilia in- 
cunsistent conduct h-is naturally 
alarmed tho creditors of the province 
ill England and the Canadian Gazette. 
speaking for thoiii, uses some very strong 
language. "Mr. Mercier," it says, "can 
hardly bo a knave or a fool, but it is not 
ca.sy to make sure sure tliat he is not one 
or the other after rending his st.-itemeiit 
tu tlio Tiinis eo]-re.spoiulent in the light ol' 
hi.s Hpeeeh tu a tjnebee audience. If the 
Ottawa government needed further evi- 
dence (if tho iiocusiiity to exercise the 
power of the voto, Mr. Mercier has fur- 
uialied it. They should act boldly and 
promptly, trusting t.o the intelligence of 
the people of Quebec province to sco tliat 
tho only wise and profitable course of 
OdinmunitioH and individuals is to be in 
all tiircuinstanccs quite honest and truth- 
ful."

Millions, which in the present state of her 
finances she can ill afioitl, have been spent 
for war material and for increasing in 
ovory way the otticioncy of hor army and 
her fleet. Germany is, from a military 
point of view, more formidablo than over 
she was. Her army organisation ia a per- 
fect model of ell'ectiveneas, and her legions 
are [iropared for buttle assoonas the bugle 
Hoinids. There has been 110 abatement 
in Russia's preparations for war and Italy 
is armed cap-d-pie. Does all this show 
that the peaceful appearances are deceit- 
ful and that the great powers do not 
really regard each other with friendly 
feelings, that they have no love for peace 
for its own sake, but are watching for a 
favorable upportnnity to tly at each others 
throats ? ' The natural concluaion is that 
as hmg aa France, (icrniany, Austria and 
Russia maintain iminenao armies ready 
for the liuld, no one can be sure of tho 
permanence of tlie jieaco of Europe. As 
yet none of these groat military powers 
evineoa the slightest disposition to lessen 
its armament.

THE EUROPEAN SITUATION. 

blurope is at this moment profoundly 
[leaceful. The rumors of wars that some 
little time ago disiiuieled the world have 
ccaaed. The fears that were felt for the 
lieaci! of lOurope when the yiunig (Jermau 
hhuperiir ascendiHl the throne have been 
ciiinplolely dissip.il eil. .So far fmui mak- 
ing the attitude <if (lerniany more warlike 
William II. has done much person.ally to 
bring about a better underHtaiiding be- 
tween Russia and < Muiuany, thus render- 
ing almost unnecessary the jirosorvation of 
the alliance in the interests of peace tvhich 
Bismarck vvaa at such pains to form. The 
little misunderstanding between Italy and 
Kriuice has been nc.irly cleai'eil u|). A 
few more diplomatii: Holes will make theiu 
as good fi'ieiids as ever they were. It is 
siiiipoMcd that wliiui Signor (.!rispi last 
visited • Jcrmany I'riiice Uisiuarck u^vi] 
bis inlluence svilli him in the interesls of 
lieace. Austria being only too glad to 
be loft alone will not be likely to 
do an/thing to disturb the prevail- 
ing calm. Matters iii Bulgaria continiU! 
as they were. Ferdinand still remains on 
tho throne which the Emperor of Russia 
deulares he illegally occupies, and although 
tho other powers admit that the Emperor 
is right, they do not appear to he in any 
hurry to dethrone h'erdinand and to put 
ill liis jilace a sovoi'oign idected in strict 
acciiidanue with tho provisions of the 
treaty uf Krrliii. No one, however, can 
tell when Uussia may si.h' lit again to turn 
her attention to Bulgaria and demand the 
detliroiionient of tho Prince who has for 
so loii(( a time oC'jupiud its throne in defi- 
ance of her strongly, : expressed disap 
proval.
